Director Wisehart,

In response to the Project Investment Justification (P1J) for the “DCSS ATLAS Replacement” project, the Arizona Department of
Administration (ADOA) Strategic Enterprise Technology (ASET) office has reviewed your proposal to replace the legacy ATLAS
system with modern solution that will automate functionalities and workflows resulting in case workers having the ability to

better serve the community.

The PLIJ implies funding is available from Federal and Other Appropriated funds for the total estimated five-year lifecycle cost for
the project.

This notification is the Arizona Strategic Enterprise Technology Office's recommendation to the Information Technology
Authorization Committee (ITAC) for Approval with Conditions of the technology project as follows:

1. Should development costs exceed the approved estimates by 10% or more, or should there be significant
changes to the proposed technology scope of work or implementation schedule, the Agency must amend the P1J
to reflect the changes and submit it to ADOA-ASET, and ITAC if required, for review and approval prior to further
expenditure of funds.

2. Prior to moving any State data into the vendor-hosted environment and/or spending of funds, the Agency must
work with the Department of Administration (ADOA) Security to ensure the vendor successfully completes the
Arizona Risk and Authorization Management Program (AZRamp) and is AZRamp Authorized to access, transmit,
process or store state data.

The PIJ is scheduled to be reviewed by ITAC in the October 21, 2020 meeting. Should ITAC approve the project, you may then
proceed to secure additional approvals as required from the Joint Legislative Budget Committee, The Office of Strategic Planning
and Budgeting, and the State Procurement Office.
